(1) meaningful participation by the Government of Taiwan as an observer in the meetings and 
activities of the International Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO) will contribute both to the 
fulfillment of the ICAO's overarching mission and to the success of a global strategy to address 
aviation security threats based on effective international cooperation; 

(2) the United States Government should take a leading role in gaining international support for 
the granting of observer status to Taiwan in the ICAO for the purpose of such participation; and 
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(3) the United States Department of State should provide briefings to or consult with Congress 
on any efforts conducted by the United States Government in support of Taiwan's progress 
toward observer status in the ICAO.
